— ͤ— x P ENueenes Maieſtie vnderſtandeth, that although by her fozmer com 
1 maundementes notified by pꝛoclamation to all her tubiectes, and namelx to 
— her officers in her Poꝛtes, foz the ſaying, ceaſſing, and ſuppꝛeſſing ol all oc⸗ 

6 caſons of piracies: yet ome numbers of veſſels armed with certapne diloꝛ⸗ 
I dered perſons mixt ol ſundꝛy nations do ſtill haunt the naro we ſeaz,and re⸗ 

- 5 ſoꝛt ſecretly into ſmall Creekes and obſcure places of this Realme foz reliefe 
| x, | of vitayles , and ſuche lyne: And foz their better defence toeſcape appzehens 
<<: F ſion, do colourably pꝛetende that they be licenced to ſerue on the ſeas,and are 
not to be accompted culpable as pirates. Foz remedie whereof, and to the 
intent no maner ol pꝛetext ſhall ſerue epther ſuche perſons to commit piracies, oꝛ any other that ſhall relieue 
them foꝛ p:tuate gapne oꝛ fauour by fayned colours oz pꝛetence of ignoꝛaunce: Her Maieſtie traightly chars 
geth and commaundeth all maner officers and miniſters, hauyng rule and charge within any Poꝛt towne, 
oꝛ hauyng aucthoꝛitie to make deputies vnder them in any Crecke oꝛ landing place wherſoeuer the ſame be., 
that from hencefooꝛth no maner of perſon comming from the ſea, be ſufired to haue any vittaple, munition, 
oꝛ any other reliefe foz hym ſelfe, his company, oz veſſell, except it be ſuche as are notoztoufly hno wen to ap» 
partepne to marchauntes ſhippes, paſſengers, oꝛ fiſhermen, hauing neede thereof, Nepther that any perſon 
do bye oꝛ receaue any wares oꝛ goodes ol any perſon directly oꝛ indirectly comming krom the ſeas, vntyll the 
ſame wares 02 goodes be bꝛought and landed openly accoꝛding to the la wes ofthe Realme in places accuſto⸗ 
med , with conſent of the officers ofthe cuſtomes, and that all dueties be firſt payde foꝛ the ſame, accoꝛdyng 
to the vſage ol marchauntes,vppon payne that whoſocuer ſhall do the contrarie, oꝛ be conſentyng thereto, 
ſhalbe vppon due infoꝛmation committed to pꝛiſon, there to remapne without baple, vntyll inquiſition be 
made (accoꝛdyng to the la wes ok this Realme ) ok them and their factes, as in caſes of piracies, and to be ad- 
fudged and executed as pirates, as by lawe ſhalbe oꝛdered. And wholoeuer ſhall geue inloꝛmation hereof as 
gaynſt any officer ofthe cuſtomes, oꝛ any their deputies, and ſhalbe able to pꝛoue the ſame, it any wile the In⸗ 
fourmer be meete to exerciſe the ſame office,they ſhall inioy the lame, oꝛ other wyle chalbe duely andliberally 
xecompenſed accoꝛdyng to their demerites. 

Furthermoze her Mateſtie wylleth and commaundeth all maner her officers, and ſpectally wardens of 
Poxtes,Uiceadmiralles,Conſtables,oz Capitapnes of Caſtles vpon the ſeas, and al other haurng any cflice 
in Po2t townes oꝛ places of landyng, that they chall fooꝛthwith, as they wyll aunſ were at their vttermoſt 
peryll, to do theyꝛ vttermolt in their iurildictions to enqutre, lap wayte, and thereby appꝛehende al maner ol 
perſons that do haunt the ſeas with any kynde of veſſels armed, beyng not an apparaunt marchaunt, and 
vtterly to ſtap all others makyng pꝛeparation therto, and their vellels, other then ſuch only as ſhalbe openly 
knowne to be oꝛdinarie marchauntes, paſſengers, oꝛ vſuall fiſſhermen: And not from hencetooꝛth to alowe 
02 admit any allegation of licence to ſaple vpon the ſeas with any veſſell armed, but ſuche as are notozioufly 
belongyng to her Maieſtie, and may be ſent to the ſeas fo: keping the ſame free from pirates. And ik any ma» 
ner of perſon ſhall herein be founde culpable, oꝛ manyfeſtly negligent: her Maieſtie letteth them certapnely 
to vnderſtande, that their puniſhment ſhalbe purſued agapnſt them with ſuche ſeueritie , as the example 
thereof ſhall hereafter remayne fo others to beware howe in ſuche caſes to ollende.
